sanctity of their fiduciary capacity." 


Remarking that both great political

Tjocal Bodies Will Now Be Alllotvcd 


to Unite Into County Organizations. 


Berlin, Germany, Nov. 17, via wire- 


less. — General Von Beseler, gover- 
nor general of Russian Poland, has 
issued an order at Warsaw in regard 
to the1 organisation of a Jewish reli- 
gious body in Poland by which self

"Under Russian rule the Jews in 


Poland, as in all Russia, lived almost 
without a, religious organization," says 
the Overseas News agency in describ- 
ing the new order. 
"The hostility of 


the Russian authorities against the 
Jews found expression in well known 
laws and in uninterrupted persecution 
of the Jewish community, as well as 
in the fact that a, religious body to 
which 14 per cent of the population 
of Poland belongs, was deprived of 
all uniform organization. 
Only tho 


formation or organization of isolated 
parishes was allowed, the union of 
parishes into a larger 
organization 


was forbidden. 


"By tho present order of the gover- 


nor general the members of the Jew- 
ish church are organized as a religious 
body according to public right. Local 


i Jewish communities in the counties, 
! according to the new order, arc united 
to county organizations. 
The heads 


of these county organizations are ad- 
ministrative councils, which are made 
up irom the boards of the smaller 
communities and selected 
according 


to the principles ot proportionate rep- 
resentation. 


"The administrative council will De- 


composed of 11 members, of whom 
three must bo rabbis. 
At the head 


of the Jewish religious body will be a 
supreme Jewish council, provisionally 
composed according to proportionate 
representation. 
Tho supreme council, 


according to the order, has 21 mem- 
bers, of whom 14 must be laymen and 
7 rabbis.

ARE INCREASING 


Between 30,000 and 40,000 Bel- 


gians Sent to Germany 


MANY REFUSE TO WORK 


From Ten to Ninety Per Cent of 


Males in Cities Torn From 


Native Land 


The Hc-giie, via London, Englanv., 


Nov. IT.—The number of Belgians de- 
ported by tne Germans up tu date, ac- 
cording to information guen to the 
Associated Vress today from a reliable 
source, apparently is between 30 and 
40 tho 'sand, and they are being de- 
ported at the rate of about ^,001) daily. 


Antwerp, it \\.is said, has been com- 


manded to furnish 2T.UOO men which 
is probably not more than 10 per cent 
of its able bodied population, but the 
Commune of Lessines has lost more 
than L'.OOC from a total population. In- 
cluding women and children of 7,000. 
representing: 
virtually 
every 
able 


bodied man excepting officials. 
The 


entire Belgian population, the narrator 
said is terrorized because the people, 
realize that they are entirely helpless. 
Crowds of Hysterical women and child- 
ren gather at the railway and recruit- 
Ing stations, ana many \vomen at Je- 
mappes threw themselves on the rails 
to prevent the departure or a. train of 
emigrants and hud to bo forcibly re- 
moved by German soldiers. 


The, men are frequently loaded in- 


to cattle cars and spend one or two 
days on tho journey. They aro strong- 
ly determined to refuse to work, be- 
lieving that if they are not employed 
in military \vcrks they -.vill be com- 
pelled to replace G.vmans and ba 
forced to work directly or indirectly 
against the Belgian army and its allies. 
The deported men in trains passing 
through Liege are declared to have 
been heard singing the Marseillaise 
and other patriotic airs.

Various official bodies 
have drafted resolutions of protest and 
the senators and deputies of Antwerp 
and Hainault provinces have taken es- 
pecially strong action in the premises 
and are said to be dally expecting de- 
portation. 


Neutrals in Belgium, especially the 


ministers, are receiving appeals to try 
to induce their governments to Inter- 
vene. The newspaper La Libre Bel- 
giquc, which has maintained a wide 
circulation throughout Belgium more 
than a year, despite the alleged er- 
forls of t!i« Germans to discover its 
authors and suppress the sheet, has 
published a special number containing 
an appeal to ths neutral nations. 


The officers deputized for the en-

Why the Water In the Center It High 


tr Than Near the Bank«. 
j 


TThy swiftly flowing rivers are high- r 


er at the center than near the banks 1 
is thus explained in a bulletin of the 
United States gt^oloRlcal survey: 


"The 
elpvutlon of tho center of n 


stream above Us margins during a 
flood is generally the result of the 
roughness of its bed. Bowlders, sand 
•waves ana riflles and even sand smins 
turn parts of tho current that strike 
against them outward from the banks 
and upward from tho bottom of the 
channel. 
Tho particles directly de- 


flected by the obstacles may move but 
a short distance in that,direction, but 
their energy ia transmitted to other 
particles and by them to still others, 
setting up a system of forces that act 
toward the upper middle part of the 
stream. 


"All forces acting: in n liquid cause 


motion nntil friction completely wastes 
the energy involved. Therefore these 
forces cause movements in the stream's 
mass that converge toward the upper 
central part of the cross section. This 
causes the center of the stream to 
rise above the margins until hydraulic 
head balances the deflected forces. 


"The 
height to which the center of 


a stream, may rise above its niarsLn 
depends upon the size, shape and 
roughness of the channel and the ve- 
locity of the current. It is greater In 
relatively deep and narrow streams and 
in rough than in smooth channels."

When a LocomQtlva Puffs.

"It Is the emission of the •waste 


steam through the chimney that causes 
that puffing sound," said an engineer. 
"As the train gathers speed the puffs 
Increase In rapidity, and when ten a 
second are emitted the ear can't dis- 
tinguish them separately any longer- 
it hears them as a continuous roar. 


"The 
majority of people on this ac- 


! count think a locomotive only puffs at 
starting. Really, she puffs all the time, 
only the puffa are too rapid to be rec- 


1 ognizable. A train going a mile, a min- 
| ute gives twenty puffs a second, or 


1.200 a minute."—Exchange.
